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Executive Order 
Poses No Threat to 
the Amateur Radio 


Service 
As reported by arrl.org 


On July 6, 2012, the White 
House released an Executive Order 
that addresses National Security 
and Emergency Preparedness (NS/ 
EP) communications functions of 
the federal government. Contrary to 
some concerms raised in a few 
Amateur Radio circles, the Order 
does not appear to contain any 
threat to the Amateur Service or its 
ability to continue support commu- 
nications during times of emer- 
gency or disaster. It also poses no 
threat to amateur spectrum. 

“The purpose of the new entity, 
which would be created by this Or- 
der within the Executive Branch, 
appears to be to plan for future NS/ 
EP communications and to insure 
survivability, hardness and interop- 
erability, as well as to develop a 
long-term strategic plan for NS/EP 
communications,” said ARRL 
Regulatory Information Manager 
Dan Henderson, N1IND. “Based on 
the Amateur Service’s ongoing, 
positive working relationship with 
officials at the Department of 
Homeland Security’s Office of 
Emergency Communications, it is 
hard to envision that any new man- 
agement plan would not include 
Amateur Radio. Nothing in this Or- 
der directly affects Amateur Ra- 
dio’s daily operations.”

On Friday before Field Day Bill Vin- 
cent had one of the Lafayette Parish Mo- 
bile Command Post busses brought to the 
Court House for our use. It had air condi- 
tioning, many radios, computers, and a 
bathroom. 


Saturday morning we had an exercise 


in making an antenna. Glen dumped a 
cardboard box of wire, tangled cord and 
other items in front of us and mentioned 
we needed to make an antenna to reach the 
National Weather Station in Lake Charles, 
GOSEP and Red Cross in Baton Rouge 
and the National Hurricane Center in Flor- 
ida. Everyone helped. Glen asked if any- 
one had a tape measure on their person. 
We had some across the street, but not on 
our person. Glen took out a $1 bill and 
said that a $1 bill is 6 inches long. That 
was how we measured the length of wire 
for the antenna. The women untangled the 
cording, to be used to hoist the antenna. 
Everyone helped and learned. Larry 
helped tune the antenna. 

We were about 50% successful. Now 
we know what we have to work on for the 
future. 

After our antenna making exercise, 
everyone set up their radios and antennas. 
Some of the places reached were Hawaii, 
Alabama, Tennessee, Georgia. 


With the scrap antenna we received as 
far as Georgia and Texas. We had antennas 
of every shape and size from long wires 
hanging from the roof of the parkin 
tower, some from the ground to the 3" 
floor of the parking garage, and others be- 
ing strung up the flag poles. 

Nick KESMWX and Paula KF5CNS 
Romero really had a nice compact “Go 
Box” set-up for their radio. 

Ed Roy WASTNK (Lafayette Parish 
Emergency Coordinator), mentioned that 
Glen Thibodeaux KFSFNP and Wayne 
Thibodeaux AFS5EJ had been asked to be 
Assistant Emergency Coordinators for our 
area. Ed also mentioned that one of the 
objectives is to grow an organization of 
assets for future disasters. The EOC is 
looking to form 3 teams of 8 people who 
would be trained as “EOC Communication 
Specialists”. They would receive ID cards 
and credentials to be able to help at the 
EOC, hospitals, and shelters. 

Ed Roy WASTNK mentioned that 
these individuals could also receive initial 
damage assessment training.

LeBlanc will be coordinators for communi- 
cations for the Tour du Teche Canoe Race 
on October 5 — 7, 2012. Sandy will give 
an update at the August meeting. Glen 
Thibodeaux KF5FNP would like the 1* 
checkpoint in Arnaudville.

Heathkit Declares 
Bankruptcy, Closes 
for Good (Again) 


The July 19 edition of The Herald-Palladium -- a newspaper serving the 
communities of Benton Harbor and St Joseph, Michigan -- is reporting that 
Heathkit Education Company has declared bankruptcy and has officially 
closed its doors after defaulting on its lease. According to the paper, Heath- 
kit employed more than 1800 people in its heyday after World War I; when 
it finally closed, its workforce totaled fewer than six people. This is the sec- 
ond time since 1992 that Heathkit Educational Services has shuttered its 
doors. In August 2011, Heathkit announced it was returning to the kit build- 
ing business, and in September, that it would once again be manufacturing 
Amateur Radio kits. 

Heathkit owner Don Desrochers told the newspaper that he has filed for 
bankruptcy and a bank now owns what’s left of Heathkit; the bank is dispos- 
ing of some items via online auctions. “The situation was purely one of the 
economy,” he explained in the article.

Paul’s Ribs (To Die For) 
Paul Scallan KSVSH 


1 rack Spare or Baby 
Back Ribs 
1/2 cup Brown sugar 
1 tsp Chili powder 
1 tsp Paprika 
2 tbsp Old Bay Seasoning 


1 tsp Onion powder 
1 tsp Garlic powder 
1 tsp Tony’s Creole seasoning 
1 cup Honey 
1 1/2 cups BBQ sauce (your favorite) 
1/4 cup White vinegar 


Remove excess fat and connective tissue between ribs. 


Coat both sides of ribs with the above mix- 
ture. Marinate for 1 hour or overnight. Place 
ribs on a large, Pam sprayed, baking sheet with 
sides. Cover with foil and bake at 350 Deg. F 
for 2 to 2-1/2 Hours or until meat is very tender 
and the bones pull out of the meat easily. Turn 
ribs once or twice during baking and baste.
